She explained that she was. a married 
woman and asked Laffan if he thought his 
partner would be satisfied with her, as she 
would not be able to devote very much time 
to the business. It was agreed that she was 
t» become a partner, and she made oat two 
cheques for £10 and £40, payable to P. J. 
Lafian, — 

In December last Weahy discussed the 
question of the business with her in a city 
café, lt was agreed that she was to get a 
half-share of the business on payment of 
£150, and Leahy told ner that the profits on 
her share would amount to £150 in six months, 
She later paid £75 to Laffan, for which she 
got a receipt. 

The witness gave particulars of conversa- 
tions she had with Leahy. On one occasion 
she was shown two books, which she was 
told contained records of the business trans- 
actions of the Irish Land, House, and Estate 
Agency. She was not shown the bank ac- 
count, and did not ask to see it; but she 
remembered, on one occasion, one of the 
accused men spoke of an account at the Royal 
Bank of halen in O’Cénnell street, and 
Leahy, on that oceasion, referred to paying 
the sum of £300 in one month as stamp duty 
to the Revenue Commissioners.

LOCKED IN SHOP 
Mrs. Anne Brett, of Innisfallen parade, 
gave evidence of being interviewed by Laffan 
with regard to the sale of the good-will and 
stock of the shop and parlour at that address. 
As a result of the interview with Laffan. she 
called at the office of the agency at Parnell 
square, where she saw Leahy, and agreed 
to sell for £15. She was then given a type- 
written document to sign by Leahy, who kept 
his hand on the document. She wanted to 
see what she was signing, and when Leahy 
moved his hand she saw fifty pounds men- 
tioned. She said that she was not going to 
sign for fifty pounds when she was only 
getting fifteen. The document was then taken 
into another room and was brought back with 
fifteen pounds mentioned. 
She signed the agreement and went home. 
Leahy followed immediately afterwards, and 
asked her for the key of the place that 
she had now sold her interest and he was 
taking possession of the place and stock at 
once, She said that she could not leave im- 
mediately, as she had nowhere to go, and 
there were a few things she wanted to take 
with her. She refused to leave, and then 
Leahy closed up the place, locking her in, 
and she had to stay there until mid-day the 
following day, ween she was released by the 
landlady.
